Their re- 
yolt was made in the Downs, about two o’clock in the af- 
ternoon, in fight of all the vefléls of their Iquadron. Nei- 
ther the Captain nor the fecond in command were on board. 

Hanover, Dec. 10. Accounts are arrived that Lieute- 
nant Hugo, of the regiment of Hardenberg, had, with 500 
men of the garrifop of Gibraltar, made a fortunate fally a- 
" gainft the Spanih lines, killed 200 Spaniards, and took 100 
prifoners, befides fpiking 100 picces of canton, and entire 
ly deftroying the Spanifh outworks, driving their troops ie- 
veral miles off. .

‘The ftricteft juflice 
mutt be admiriftered without'any retrofj eft, to rank or per- 
fon; and if the courts of law in ‘his Majefty’s dominions 
fhould ever deviate from. this principle of natural jultice and 
equity;-they may depend upon his Majefty’s refenting it in 
the moft exemplary manner.’ An ‘unjuft Magiftrate: anda 
court of law, gnilty of wrong and fubfervient to oppreffion, 
are more dangerous. than gangs of robbers and thieves, a- 
gainft whom amy man may take his natpral defence ; but 
bad men, availing themfelves of the robes of juttice, in or- 
der to difguife their difgraceful paffions, are not. fo eafily 
guarded againft ; they are the worlt of yillains, and defer- 
ving of double punifament.

and fraitors to their allies ; and on his retiring, he bad them 
tell that /coundrel Lincoln all that he had related ! 

Yefterday, official difpatches arrived at the Admiralty 
from Sir Peter Parker ; which were brought by the Peacock 
brigantine, atfived at-Mouut’s-bay, in Cornwail. 

There are fo manyiprivate letters in town from gentlemen 
in St Chriftopher’s, Nevis, and.

The manfion-houfe of Ardoch is beautifully fituated uport a fmall 
lake ;—the Jands are ornamented, and fheltered with fine old plant- 
ing of confiderable value, and didided into ten different inclofures.
